great  interest  among  the  students,  and  greatly  attracts  the  community. 

The  advantage  of  this  Moot  Court  system  is  that  it  not  only  indoctrinates  a stu- 
dent in  the  elementary  principles  of  law  involved  in  his  cases,  but  also  in  the  law  of 
remedies.  It  trains  him  also  to  the  discussion  of  facts,  and  to  the  exercise  of  that 
tact  which  is  so  important  in  real  practice. 

It  may  be  objected  that  the  course  of  practice,  being  according  to  the  Tennessee 
law,  is  too  local  to  be  of  very  great  benefit  to  students  intending  to  locate  out  of  this 
State.  To  this  it  may  be  answered  that  it  is  obliged  to  be  conducted  according  to 
the  law  of  some  State,  and  it  had  better  be  that  with  which  the  Professors  are  best 

acquainted  Tennessee  occupies  at  present  a middle  ground  between  those  States 

that  have  abolished  the  common  law  system  of  remedies  and  those  that  have  essen- 
tially adhered  to  it.
